WASHINGTON, (AP) — 
Judge Goldsborough Wednesday 
ordered a 10-day extension of 
his order of Nov. 18 which was 
designed to avert a soft coal 
strike. Government counsel 
asked for the extension 20 min- 
utes before the order was due 


to expire, 


WASHINGTON, (AP)— Judge T. 
Alan Goldsborough said Wednesday 
John L, Lewis and his United Mine 
Workers “are guilty of contempt ol 
court” if it is proved legally they 


disregarded his order against a 
coal mine strike. 
Judge Goldsborough indicated 


his decision in the contempt case 
egainst Mr. Lewis and his miners 
woula not be influenced by the 
union’s claim that the stop-strike 
order violated the Norris-La 
Guerdia anti-injunction act. 

Regardless of whether’ the 
Norris-La Guardia act applies in 
the soft coal case, Judge Golds- 
borough said, no one can disobey 
a restraining order. 

‘If that could be done we would 
thave anarchy,” the judge com- 
mented. 

Mr. Lewis, who sat stony-faced 
With his lawyers, and the 
so far have made no attempt to 
show that they tried to obey the 
udge’s restraining order of Nov. 
8, which instructed the U.M.W. 
chief to withdraw his notice to the 
government that their working 
agreement was ending Noy, 20. 

Joseph Padway, general counsei 
of the American Federation of 
Labor, appearing in a demonstra- 
tion of A.F.L. solidarity behind Mr.

Padway told the court that Mr.

CALGARY, (CP) — The board of 

grain commissioners is investigating 
the possibility and practicality of 
grading wheat on a protein basis, Dr. 
D. A, Macgibbon, assistant commis- 
| sioner of the board of grain com- 
missioners, told the Alberta Wheat 
| Pool's annual meeting Tuesday. D. 
G. Mackenzie, chairman of the 
board, is head of the investigating 
committee, said Dr, Macgibbon. 

If protein grading is established, 
he said, the present system might 
have to be discarded or the system 
retained with protein content added 
as a factor and perhaps new grades 
specified, 

He said the present grading sys- 
tem recognizes protein content to 
;Some extent as it specifies a pre- 
| Sepuneres of hard, red, vitreous 
kernels in the top grades and such 
wheat is usually high in protein, On 
the-other hand where piebald wheat 
is present it is penalized and that 
class of wheat is low in protein, 

Grading on a protein basis would 
be injurious to northern districts, 
Dr. Macgibbon said, and particularly 
to Northern Alberta.

‘Dead’ Wife Back, 
Man in Legal Mix 


VULCAN, Alta., (CP)— Legal tan- 
gles Wednesday faced a farmer of 
this district whose wife, officially 
presumed dead more than a year 
ago, returned to Alberta from Aus- 
tralia after a 17-year absence.

LONDON, — The house of lords |

Tuesday's debate was initiated by 
the man who, almost exactly eight 
years ago, introduced into commons 
the “criminal justice bill,” whica 
envisioned wholesale reform of the 
entire prison system. He is Lord 
Templewood, formerly Sir Samuel 
Hoare, 

His bill was agreed on by all par- 
ties, and enjoyed the unprecedented 
fate of receiving second reading 
without a division. But before it! 
could be put through committee 
stage, war intervened and it was 
shelved. 

Frequent Agitation 

Agitation for revival of this bill, 
| or one very much like it, has arisen 
| frequently since the Labor govern- 
ment took office, The present home 
secretary, James Chuter Ede, some 
| months ago declared he was in favor 
| of such a step and that he was work- 
ing on revision of the bill. But when 
the present session of parliament 
| opened, the king's speech made no 
reference to penal reform. The offi- 
cial explanation was that other 
more urgent matters had crowded 
it off the agenda, 

Labor's apparent failure to deal 
with what most Britons—and par- 
ticularly socialists—regard as a cry- 
| ing national need, has caused wide 
disappointment, The Times rebuked | 
the government for its failure to in- | 
clude penal reform in this year’s 
parliamentary business. 

Meanwhile, the nature of the re- 
forms required is being subjected to} 
wide scale public debate. Most pro- | 
minent, and most generally agreed 
proposals are: 

Three Proposals 

1. A complete revision of the! 
methods of treating convicts, with 
more distinction drawn between 
various types of offenders; 

2. Greater emphasis on the de- 
| terrent effect of imprisonment, and | 
| the institution of the principle by 
which habitual and incurable crim- 
inals can be jailed for life solely oa | 
the grounds that they are a menace | 


| to society; 

3. Vesting of wide discretionary 
| powers in prison governors to treat 
prisoners in a manner which seems 
to them best suited to aid rehabili- 
tation instead of subjecting all pri- 
soners to strict and unvarying prison | 
regulations. 

But on two vital points there is 
wide disagreement. First is the 
abolition of corporal punishment, |

This came about because 
men in the building trades grew older and not 
enough young men went into training. As 
men slow up with age, the result was less | 
accomplished per man-hour than had been, 
accomplished in 1939. | 
As house-building became urgent, semi- 
skilled and even unskilled men were drafted 
into construction work, at wage rates based 


| on skilled labor. Not only so; men had to be 


| paid while they “waited on the job” for

What should not be overlooked, however, 
is that our neighbours are trying the experi- 
ment of curbing inflation by letting inflat- 
ion run wild for a time. How the experi- 
ment will result is yet in doubt. It could re- 
sult in chaos, and a nation-wide battle, in the 
courts and out, between soaring prices and 
demands for higher pay. 

In these circumstances Canadians would 
do well to remember that the job we have 
on hand is that of producing more goods, not 
that of deciding how to divide up a dollar 
whose purchasing power will certainly go 
down unless production goes up steadliy 
and on an expanding scale. If we collectively 
put the emphasis on making things plenti- 
ful, the purchasing power of the dollar will 
rise, everyone will be able to live better, and 
the country will know the blessings of in- 
dustrial peace, 


Boys and Guns 

The person, believed to be a boy, who 
sent a rifle bullet crashing through a land- 
ing plane at the municipal airport on Sun- 
day has just about capped the climax for 
this imbecilic “sport.” 

There is too much of this dangerous 
gunplay in Edmonton and throughout Al- 
berta. The time is overdue for drastic of- 
ficial action. 

The Sunday episode was the second 
airplane shooting in Alberta this year, a plane 
being struck while en route to Calgary 
some weeks ago. In each case it was only 
by luck that a fatal crash was averted. 

Other illegal and dangerous rifle 
“stunts” have been frequently reported. 
Only this fall an Indian teamster was shot 
in the shoulder as he drove along Stony 
Plain Road by boys who were “trying to 
scare him.” There have been far too many 
incidents of accidental shootings by cur- 
ious or careless youngsters. 

Now there are doubtless many minors 
in this district who can handle any type of 
gun with skill and care. But the harum- 
scarum and wild boys are spoiling it for the 
rest of them, For, under these circumstan- 
ces, One must arrive at the conclusion that 
minors should not be allowed to possess, bor- 
row or even handle firearms at all. 

Steps should be taken immediately to 
put such a regulation into effect. 

Human life must not be jeopardized 
even if the safeguarding of life does impose 
a restriction on those youngsters who do 
know how to behave themselves. 


Back to First Principles 

Delegates from eighteen countries have 
been meeting in London, to make plans for a 
world trade conference which is to be held 
in the United States next spring. Whatever 
else the delegates did, they reached agree- 
ment on one point that is of fundamental 
importance, 

They agreed that unemployment in one 
country induces unemployment in others, and 
thus tends to spread into global stagnation 
and distress, This is not a new discovery. 
It was demonstrated in the last decade, when 
industrial collapse spread from country to 
country like a plague and culminated in a 
depression that brought loss, idleness and 
misery to the people of every nation on earth, 

But it something new that the 
danger of unemployment becoming epidemic 
is officially recognized by eighteen govern- 
ments. If this is made the basis of action at 
the all-nation conference there will be a his- 
tory <ing revolution in international trade 
policies, Trade-blocking tariffs. quotas and 
cartels will go by the board, and be replaced 
by measures definitely intended to keep pro- 
duction at a high level in all countries, 

It will not do to anticipate too confident- 
ly, and assume that this will certainly come 
to pass. Too many and too powerful inter- 
ests are at stake in keeping trade restricted 
and production controlled for any such

THE PRICE CEILING on the 
tires and tubes we required, in 
Canada, was $32 or a total of $160 
for a set of five. In the city of 
Schenectady, N. Y., we bought the 
five for a total of $124 which was 
about 10 per cent higher than be- 
fore the O.P.A, was scrapped, Even 
at that it appeared I had got a 
bargain, The tires were shipped 
to the car. Enroute they encoun-

OTIAWA, (CP) — Former ae} 
bers of Canada’s fighting forces | 
have drawn around $500,000,000 in | 


eficiaries and in the aggregate sum 
received, 

The total, which includes ap- 
plications approved but not yet 
paid — is approximately $576,- 
| 700,000. This is nade up of $492,- 
| 850,000 in gratuities payable dir- 
|ectly to discharged service person- 
nel in cash and another $83,850,000 
in re-establishment credits, usable 
for the purpose of buying business 


Besides the total for re-establish- 
ment credits, further large sums 
have been paid out in putting vet- 
erans through college or technical 
training and in aid under the Vet- 
erans’ Land act. Totals for these 
were not available. 

One-time army members so far 
have collected about $300,000,000. 
The total number of cases approved 
for payment by the army is 56,333. 
Of these, payment has been made 
to all but 76,43] and these are be- 
ing paid off now. 

In the navy, 103,380 applicants — 
including some 6,000 wrens have 
qualified for $42850,000 in grat- 
uities. A navy spokesman said it 
was expected all applications would 
be cleaned up by the end of the 
year except for those serving in the 
interim force, who would be fin- 
ished up by about next September. 

Former air force personnel have 
made 226,232 gratuities applications 
with a payment of around $150,- 
000,000.
